It May Take 4 Registrants 
to Produce One Soldier 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 3. 
HE cost of drafting America’s 
Gi first great national army— 
from registration to enroll- 
ment—was placed by Secretary Ba- 
ker today at $8,660,480 in his esti- 
mates to Congress. 

This amount includes al) over- 
head expense of registration, exam- 
ination and selection. It is based 
on registration of 10,000,000, exam- 
ination of approximately 5,000,000 
and enrollment of 1,187,000 

“On a tentative estima’ that 
the generous system of exemptions 
and discharges will result in a ne- 
cessity far examining four regis- 
trants to produce one soldier,”’ Sec- 
retary Baker said, “it is apparent 
the system must be capable of ex- 
amining 5,000,000 men during the 
year. For this task the organiza- 
tion includes a personne! of more 
than 18,000 persons.” 

Should theaSecretary’ s estimate 
prove correct,- it will be necessary 
to examine fuur times the quota de- 
sired, instead of twice that number, 
as is the present plan.

WASHINGTON GETS FACTS 


Rheusletiien Cann Crown 
Council at Potsdam Charged 
to Reichstag Member. 


WASHINGTON, «.ug. 3.—Germany had 
possession of stria’s ultimatum .0 
Servia 14] urs before it was delivered 
to Belgtade, according to positive in- 
formation which has reached vfficiais 
here and which was made public today 
for the first time. 

It was stated that former Foreign Sec- 
retary. Zimmermann admitted this him- 
self, when pressed closely as to Ger- 
many's foreknowledge of the action of 
her ally which -recipitated the Euro- 
pean war, 

Germany has maintained consistently 
in all her public dccuments that she was 
not consult by Austria as to the ulti- 
matum which practically denied Servia’s 
independence’ ar.d that she did-not even 
have knowledge of the step. 


Made “Accomplice” of Austria. 
Foreign Secretary Zimmermann’s ad- 


mission, however, is interpreted here to 
show that Germany had full knowledge 
of the note in time to stop action on it 
if she felt it essential. Her inaction, 
however, is felt to have proved her an 
accomplice of Austria, whom she had 
already told she would support in any 
decision she might make. 

For a considerable time, it was stated, 
Zimmermann maintained Germany had 
known nothing at all 
matum, but when certain information 
and facts were presented, he admitted 
Germany had had the text for 14 hours 
befure its delivery. 

This fact fits in very closely with 
the recent statements, first advanced 
by Deputy Cohn ina the Reichstag 


and since adopted by the allied Gov- | 


ernments, that German and Austrian 
leaders held a war council at Pots- 
dam on July 5, in which it was prac- 
tically decided to plunge Europe into 
conflict. The interpretation placed 
on this council has been that Germany 
had full knowledge of all Austria’s 
plans, and stood unreservedly be- 
hand her. 

German has repfatedly denied the 
holding of such a conference. 


Deputy Accused of Telling About 
German Crown Council. 
AMSTERDAM, Aug. 3.—The [Deutsche 
Tages Zeitung challenges the German 
Government to prosecute Dr. Cohn, So- 
cialist member of the Reichstag, for his 
alleged revelations regarding the Crown 
Council held at Potsdam, July 5, 1914. 
The newspaper says it knows the rev- 
elations published in the London Times 
came from Stockholm direct and from 
the German independent Socialists and 
it offers to give the fullest evidence in 
case the Government desires to court- 

martial Deputy Cohn. 


The London Times asserted thatt a 
( “e-ence was held in the presence of 
lumperor William at Potsdam July 65, 
1914, in which the political and military 
personages in Gernany and Austria- 
Hungary took part when a pian was 
pronosed to let loose the war. The 
Wolf Bureau,.of Berlin on Aug..1 said 
it had been officia! authorized to de- 
clare that the statement was a pu.s 
invention. The news agency said -he 
Times tad su, ported its statemen ~~) 
allegations made by Deputy Cohn in 
the main committee of the Reichstag.

FIRST DRAFT RETURNS SHOW 
ONE FOURTH PHYSICALLY UNFIT 


Percentage So Far Is Practically the 
Same as That Which Obtained 
in the Civil War, 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 3.—Early and 
scattering reports from local boards do 
not indicate any decrease in physical 
exemptions from the army draft ,over 
the average of 25.77, established in 1863. 

Provost Marshal-General Crowder said 
today that while no definite conclusion 
could be reached as yet, there was good 
reason to believe, on the face of first re- 
turns from local boards, that. there 
would be no substantial increase in the 
proportion of those found physically 
‘unfit. 

Results of the next steps in the selec- 
tion procedure, the weeding out of men 
with dependent families, also are not 
clear. It may be that further supple- 


mental rulings will be necessary to give 
the local boards the general policies to 
be pursued to reach a decision in each 
case. 


DOCTOR ENDS LIFE IN FEAR OF 
DRAFT, FOUND TO BE A WOMAN 


TOLEDO, O., Aug. 3.—Authorities be- 
lieve that the army draft examination 
just beginning here was the cause of 
the suicide of ‘‘Dr. Samuel Ackerman,”’ 
whose body, found yesterday, was dis- 
covered by an undertaker to be that of 
a woman. 

Detectives found that “Dr. Acker- 
man,” 38, failed to register. Arrest and-} 
physical examination would have. re- 
vealed the sex secret, maintained far 
many years. The body was found float- 
ing in the Maumee River yesterday. 

Several years ago, posing as a man, 
Ackerman married. The wife” soon ob- 
tained a divorce.

ON DUTY READY 
TO EXAMINE MEN 


Fifth, Seventh and Ninth Ward 
Bodies Kept Busy on Na- 
tional Army Work. 


CHARACTER OF __ TESTS 


Ears and Eyes, as Well as Nose 
and Throat, Receive Care- 
ful Attention. 


‘Four ward draft boards, those of the 

Seventh, Ninth, Fifth and Twenty-first 
Wards, were on duty today, in readiness 
to examine men summoned in the first 
draft for the National army. In the 
Fifth, Seventh and Ninth Wards the 
boards were kept busy in examining 
men. In the Twenty-first, the board, 
which had the distinction of examining 
the first man yesterday afternoon, had 
no more applicants for examjnation this 
morning. The first men on its list are 
not required to appear befare Monday. 

Dr. D. E. Schmalhorst of the First 
Ward Exemption Board announced this 
afternoon that he will be ready tomor- 
row afternoon to examine men who 
wish to appear at that time at 8321 
North Broadway. The first examina- 
tion’ in this ward had been set for Mon- 
day mornifg, but the bward learned it 
did not have to wait the full rive days 
to begin, in case men appeared tv be 
examined earlier. 

Up to 4:15 o'clock this afternoon, in- 
cluding yesterday’s work, the boards 
in the four wards had examined &4 
men. Of these 38 were accepted in the 
physical test, 45 were rejected and one‘ 
case was deferred. Of those passed in 
the physical examination, 29 claimed ex- 
emption, most of them because of de- 
pendents and nine were ready to serve. 

The Fifth Ward board, with headquar- 
ters in room 129, Hotel Jefferaopn, was 
kept busy with applicants this morning. 
The men were called, as nearly as pos- 
sible, in the order in which they had 
{| sce Summons to appear 
tgp cea What the Tesi_is. 

The. physical tests were given by Drs. 
William Bostick and H. B. Beedle to two 
men at a time, and each pair of tests 
took 15 to ® minutes. 

The men were taken into a large room. 
adjoining the one in which the board 
has its clerical headquarters, were or- 
dered to remove all their clothing and 
were tested by the usual thumpings and 
listenings, as to the condition of their 
hearts and lungs. 

Tests for diseases of the eyes, nose 
and throat were then given, and these 
were followed by tests of vision ani 
hearing. The men were required to rea‘ 
letters at different distances, with either 
eye, and to hear whispered words, at 
a certain distance, with either ear. 

The agility of the men was then 
rated, and they were required to run 
across the room, to hop and jump, to 
kneel, stoop and bend various joints. 
Their weight and height were rec- 
orded by a scale to which a measur- 
ing rod was attached. 

After the physical tests were fin- 
ished, the men put on their clothes, 
and went before the board in the 
other room. Those who were re- 
jected by the physicians were usually 
told of that fact at once. Those 
whom the physicians passed were 
asked whether they wished to claim 
exemption. 

Enrolled for the Army. 

Those who did not wish to claim ex 
emption are enrolled as members of 
the army. Those who have claims for 
exemption are asked to specify the 
grounds of the claim—whether cepend- 
ents. lack of naturalization, minister or 
ministerial student, and blanks of the 
different kinds, prvvided for the differ- 
ent claims, are given te them. 

The men were not invited to fill 
out the exemption claim blanks at 
the board headquarters No one is 
on duty there as a notary. The men 
were told that the blanks must be 
filled out within five days, swern to 
before a notary public, and brought 
back to the board. This will require 
each man to pay a notary’s fee. 

Dressed in Sunday Best. 

The Fifth Ward Board, of which 
"vman T. Hay, proprietor of the Jef- 
ferson, is chairman, had _ rubber- 
stamped the notifications with the 
request that each man should take a 
lnth before appearing for examina- 
tion.” Not only did the men appear 
to have complied with this request, 
hut most of them were dressed in 
their Sunday best. 

Antonio Balsamo, a macaroni maker, 
the first man in order of call, was ar- 
raved faultlessly and his shoes were 
newly shined. Another, Jake Finkel- 
stein of 1720 Carr street, brought his sis- 
ter with him, to explain anything which 
might not be clear. 

Chairman Hay said the returns of no- 
tificatien cards had indicated that many 
wrong addresses had been given by 
men who registered June 6. The men, 
by registering, obtained cards which 
have since given them immunity from 
arrest as slackers. Hay said he would 
give the police a list of those who 
seeined to have given wrong address 
willfully. 

Several of the house numbers whicn 
were given are Vacant lots or empty 
stores. and some are in excess of the 
numbers on the block. 

Two men who had been rejected for 
various branches of naval service were 
among those examined. One was re-

Three paragraphs of the rules and reg- 
ulations prescribed by the President to 
govern district exemption boards ~ in 
passing on claims for exclusion, dis- 
charge and exemption by men drawn in 
the selective draft are taxing the powers 
of the local board members, who must 
devise a method to deal effectively with 
the complex situations which are certain 
to arise when examinations get under 
way. 

Not until the board had made a thor- 
ough study of the regulations and held a 
meeting or two did the difficulties of the 
law become apparent, and now daily 
sneetings are being held to determine an 
effective method of applying the letter 
and spirit of the law. 

In addition to passing on affidavits 
for exemption the board.must, by its 
cwn methods, determine the quality of 
these documents; ascertain existing con- 
ditions in industry and agriculture; as- 
certain available labor supply, of those 
under and over draft age, in industrial 
and agricultural vursuits, and grant dis- 
charges only should the ‘‘direct, ‘ sub- 
siantia!, material loss’’ to industry or 
agriculttire outweigh the military worth 
of the man taken. 

Study Industrial Conditions. 

In consequence of these regulations, 
each member of the local board is study- 
ing labor, farm and industrial statistics 
in an effort to qualify himself to pass 
intelligently on the varied claims en- 
countered. 

The regulations provide that no 
man shall appear before the board 
in person to argue his claim, unless 
summoned. He must submit his case 
by affidavit, supported by a second 
affidavit from the dependent— 
shouid this be the situation—and a 
third affadavit from the head of a 
family living in the district in which 
he is registered. Should a wife claim 
exemption. for a husband, she shall 
make the affidavit and submit two 
supporting affidavits from heads of 
families.

CONGRESS URG 


Rodenberg and Dyer Advocate 
Race Trouble Investigation 
by Joint Committee. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 3.—Federal in- 
vestigation of the race riots in East St. 
Louis, Ill., on July 2, by a congressionai 
joint committee, was urged before the 
House Rules Committee today by Rep- 
resentatives Rodenberg of East St. 
Louis and Dyer of St. Louis and a dele- 
gation of negroes. 

“The plain, unvarnished truth,”’ said 
Rodenburg, ‘‘is that civil government ir 
East St. Louis collapsed and the fe- 
1ocity, brutality and viciousness of the 
mob that committed the outrages were 
beyond description. The police depart- 
ment joined the rioters and helped to 
shoot negroes. I am told the Colonel in 
charge of the militia took no steps to 
handle the situation. A man in whose 
word I have confidence told me of a 
person who had been shot by a militia- 
man. Maurice Joyce, who, I think, will 
be the next Federal Judge of that dis- 
trict, 
toward a group of eight militiamen tor 
protection, that they pointed their bayo- 
nets at him and he fled back to the 
mob, which shot and killed him, and 
Joyce himself had a narrow escape from 
being shot.”’ 

Governor Investigating. 

Representative Foster of Illinois, a 
member of the committee, announced 
that he today received a teleg:a.n from 
the Governor of Illinois, saying he was 
making a thorough investiga*‘on and 
that no man implicated in the outrage 
would be spared. 

Rodenberg recommended that investi- 
gation be made by a Federal ¢jurts 
through a special grand jury impaneled 
for the purpose and he es,ecially want- 
ed Judge Landis to conduct ::. YVhe De- 
partment of Justice sent a representa- 
tive to confer with Judge Lardis, ut 
the latter took the view that it was 
questionable whether as an infraction 
of State law the riot was a pr.ver sub- 
ject of judicial] inquiry. 

Rodenberg contended i*at congres- 
sional action would itive a tremendous 
moral effect on the situsation. 

_ Threats to Burn Plant, 

Threats within the last few days to 
burn the $10,000,900 plant of the American 
Aluminum Co. at East St. Louis, from 
which comes the clay for the aluminum 
used in manufacture of airplanes and 
other purposes at the Various plants of 
the company, were disclosed by Roden- 
burg. Explaining that there were onlv 
two companies of regular troops left 
in East St. Louis, Rodenberg said that 
the aluminum company’s manager had 
received threats that as soon as the 
two companies were withdrawn the 
plant would te burned. 

The city government has very IIttle 
money and had only 6 policemén at tke 
time of the riot, he said, but that manu- 
facturers had raised a fund of $105,000 
to provide better police protection. 

Rodenberg said the East St. Louis 
affair was both racial and economi- 
cal, but that there was not a bit of 
evidence to justify the charge that 
the negroes were imported into the 
city and colonized for political pur- 
poses. 

Could Not Identify Rioters. 

Questioned as to whether the par- 
ticipants might be identified he said 
that Maurice Joyce, an old resident 
of East St. Louis, who was inthe 
thick of the excitement told him he 
did not recognize one man engaging 
in it. Rodenberg said that the rioters 
had saddled an expense of $1,000,900 
on the’taxpayers of this city. 

Hallie Queen, a negro Red Cross 
worker, said that the Red Cross was 
willing to give important evidence 
as to names of mob leaders. 

Bishop Ross, Profs. Kelly, Mfil- 
ler and Cook of Howard University 
and other negroes were present. Sev- 
eral members of the committee in- 
formally expressed the view that the 
resolution for investigation should be 
reported. e 

It developed during the hearing that 
a vigilance committee of 200 East St. 
Louis citizens fully armed has been or- 
ganized to supplement and assist the 
police in the suppression of any future 
rioting, and the committee is prepared to 
act quickly in enforcement of order. 

Representative Rodenberg said he. ex- 
pected the Rules Committee would re- 
port the resolution, with a view to in- 
quiry after September. 

Senator Thompson of Kansas, chair- 
man of the Senate Expenditure Com- 
mittee, would probably make a favor- 
able report Monday of the resolution 
of Senataor Sherman for investiga- 
tion by a congressional joint com- 
mittee of the riots.

A British aviator crossed the 
Ypres salient just as the infantry at- 
tack began at dawn. For a time he 
Patroled the roads and canals, now 
and then running the gauntlet of 
enemy fire at a height of 30 feet in 
order to obtain {nformation for the 
guidance of the infantry in their ad- 
vance.

Delayed British Progress .Near 
Hollebeke, but Did Not 
Save Germans. 


By Associated Press. ‘ 
BRITISH FRONT IN FRANCE AND 


BELGIUM, Thursday, Aug. 2.—The 
British and French and the Germans 
alike along the front of the battle in 
Flanders still hold their positions late 


today in a bogland produced by the tor- 
rential rainstorm which has been delug- 
ing the battle tine from Tuesday eve-| 
ning until today, when it showed signs 
of moderating. 

Beyond artillery operations, which are 
continuing with great intensity, there 
is little activity with the exception of 
one or two points, and the French and 
British are resting in consolidated and 
strongly organized positions command- 
ing the territory which they captured 
from the Germans in the first few 
hours’ onslaught. 

St. Julien today continued to be a 
storm center, the artillery of both sides 
pounding steadily at their opponents’ 
positions about this place. The British 
are again in possession of the 300-yard 
frant just north of Frezenberg, which 
the Germans wrested from them in a 
counter attack late yesterday. In a 
sharp drive last night, after heavy ar- 
tillery preparation, the British forced 
the Germans from this strong position 
‘and have held it since. This was the 
only counter attack of any consequence 
delivered by the Germans since last 
Wednesday. 

Germans in Holes Overlooked. 

Detailed reports of Tuesday’s battle 
show: that the front between Hollebeke 
and La Basseeville was the scene of 
some of the heaviest fighting of the 
day. The Australians and English 
charging along this line swept over 
large numbers of Germans lying in 
shell holes, who were overlooked in the 
semi-darkness. 

Immediately after the British troops 
had gone beyond these holes, the Ger- 
mans began sniping at the ‘rear of the 
auvancing forces. These snipers were 
eventually dealt with and the shell 
holes, cleared. The morale of the Ger- 
man troops in this section is said to 
have been good and they made a stiff 
fight for the ‘positions which they 
finally had to relinquish, 

In the ruined village of I-.llebeke the 
Rritish were faced with large numbers 
of concrete dugouts which had no sur- 
face entrance but which were ap- 
proached by tunnels. The attacking 
troops forced their way into these 
strongholds, which contained large num- 
bers of men, and blew them to pieces 
with bombs. 

Just north of Hollebeke two strongly 
held’ German positions were “occupied 
without a stop. On the ground over- 
looking Wytschaete the British encoun- 
tered shell holes, camouflaged with 
wired netting and hedges which had 
been interlaced with barbed wirs. This 
delayed their progress somewhat but 
did not save the Germans. Fierce fight- 
ing occurred here and the Australians, 
who were conducting the offensive, car- 
ried the positions with bayonets, killing 
large numbers of the enemy. 

Ritter Fight at Windmill. 

One notadle incident of the day's tight- 
ing oceurred in the Warneton-Gapard 
farm road at a wiftdmill on a Slight ele- 
vation. This place previously had been 
bitterly contested because it overlooks 
the surrounding country, which is very 
flat. The Australians took the place in 
th. early morning, but the Germans re- 
gained it the same night. At: midnight 
the Australians charged, the position 
with bayonets and ejected’ the Germans 
after sanguinary fighting. LaBasse- 
ville also was the scene of severe fight-: 
ing and here, as at Hollebeke, were 
found concrete dugouts, which are now 
filled with their dead defenders, who 
were bombed.

_ “The first lesson which the recruit is

and identifies him as belonging to an 
| ofganization with proper discipline. 

Tt stamps his officers, from the low- 
| est to the highest, with their real ef- 
| ficiency rating. A recruit who does not 

_ kkenow how to salute properly has not 

, been properly taught. And you may 

' be sure that if he has not been prop- 

erly taught it is because his officers 
/ 0 issioned officers have not 
the proper pride in their organization 
or unit. 

When the recruit has been shown how 
to salute properly, let him get eff 
. somewhere with a “bunkie” and prac- 
| tice It, or let him try it out before some

These few things cover all the ‘n- 
dividual movements of the soldie& As 
they are few ir number and simple in 
execution, there is no reason why the 
recruit should not learn them quickly 
—and do them well. . 

Remember, the duty of the soldier 
is precision in everything. Learn to 
do the little things precisely and the 
big things, the matters of success or 
failure of the army of which you are 
an important part, will be done right.

In looking over the three years’ dead 
of Russia one finds two figures that 
stand out, though neither took an active 
part in the present war. The first was 
Gen. Anatoli Mikhailovitch Stoessel, 
who at one time during the Russo-

and honored for the part he took in that 
encounter.

The second figure is that -of Cennt 
Sergius Julievitch Witte, who as preri- 
dent of the Council of Ministers, was 
sent to Portsmouth at the end of the 
Russo-Japanese war to. fix the terms 
of yexce. Although not sesing activ: 
dut; at the front in the sieat war, Witte 
was known to have been thea leader oc fe 
group which wanted a sep:srate peacy 
with Germany. it was belizvod that he 
was willing to give up Constantinople as 
the jrice of Russias withdrawal sors 
the war. 

Ras, utin, the powefful t:onk at the 
cuurt of the deposed Czar Nicholas, is 
the most interesting among the dead 
of Russia. Maintaining for years an 
influen-¢ over the life and morals of 
the royal household and taking an ac- 
tive and treacherous part in the ‘poli- 
tics of the nation, he became the most 
dangerous figures in Russian political 
life. It was left for a Prince to assassi- 
nate him, and the body of the priest 
was found in a lake last January.

JAPAN CAN'T BUY STEEL UNLESS 
SHIPS HELP OUT IN THE WAR 


Vessels Now Engaged in Highly 
Profitable and Safe Trade in 
the Pacific. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 3.—An order has 
been issued by President Wilson which 
will cut off steel exports to Japan, un- 
less Japanese vessels are diverted to 
war uses. : 

The President’s instructions, designed 
to bring Japanese ships into the Atlan- 
tic, were issued to the division of ex- 
port licenses, and provide that no steel 
or. iron products shall go to allied coun- 
tries unless they are to be used for 
actual war purposes or will contribute 
driectly to prosecution of the war. 

Japan has been a large buyer of 
American ship plates and has been 
building up a great merchant fleet. 
About 4 per cent of her tonnage is”in 
the Atlantic and the remainder is carry- 
ing Pacific cargoes at extremely high

INFANTILE. PARALYSIS 


CASES NOT WIDESPREAD 


Outbreaks in Vermont and Oth 
er Places Considered Purely 
Loca. -* 


NEW YORK, Aug. 3.—State and Fed- 
eral health autharities see no indica- 
tion in the recent outbreak of infafttile 
paralysis in Vermont, of any extensive 
spread of the disease throughout the 
country this summer. Already the 
conditions in Vermont, where 31 cases 
were reported up to July 31, are said 
to be improving. 

With the exception of five localities 
of small area, of which Eastern Ver- 
mont is one, there have been only spo- 
radic cases. The United States Publi: 
Health Service reports that even those 
sections where there have been epidem- 
ics have experienced’ the disease in 
only a ‘‘mild degree.”’ 

Thirten cases have been reported from 
Alleghany County, Md., 21 cases from 
Rockingham County, Va., 19 cases from 
four counties in West Virginia and 1% 
cases from Ohio. New York City, which 
at this time last year had had nearly 


5000 cases, has had less than 100 this 
vear. The number reported have aver. 
iged 6 a week since July 1 and these 


have been so widely scattered that the, 
ire pronounced ‘‘not epidemic.” 

Up to July 27 sporadic cases had bee» 
reported as follows:; Connecticut 4 
yne @ach at Bristol, Derby, Thompso: 
ind Westhaven: Massachusetts 49, 
at Groveland, 1 at Hadly, 1 at Groton 
2 at Haverhill and 1 each at Lowel 
and Malden. The latest report of the 
yovernment for New Jersey shows 15 
cases for June, widely distributed.

T tion. The. air we breathe, the 
water we drink, all fruits and vege- 
tables are teeming with minute forms of 
life which we call bacteria, or molds, 
or germs. These germs are practically 
the sule cause of decomposition or rot- 
ting. Tne exclusion of air from canred 
articles, which was formerly supposed 
to be so important is unnecessary, pro- 
vided the air is sterile or free from 
germs. The exclusion of air is necessary 
cnly because in excluding it we ex- 
clude the germ. In other words. gir 
which has been stcrilized or freed from 
germs by heat or mechanical. means 
can be passed continuously over the 
canned articles without affecting them. 


Germs which cause decay may be di- 
vided into three classes—yeasts, molds 
and bacteria. Yeasts are easily killed. 
so they can b: left out of consideration 
in canning vegetables. As a general 
rule, molds are likely to attack jellies 
and preserves. The spoiling of vegeta- 
bles is due primarily to bacteria. Barc- 
teria are also much more resistant to 
heat than yeasts. They thrive in prod- 
ucts Hike milk and in meats and vege- 
tables rich in protein, such. as peas, 
beans, etc. Keeping these products at 
boiling temperature for about one hour, 
upon two or three successive days, will 
kill all bacteria, even the seed forms, 
which are difficult to destroy.
